James Lote 
Addressed Lions 
Monday Evening 

Local Manager of National 
Selective Service Gave Instruc¬ 
tive Address on Functions 
of His Department. 

A near capacity attendance of 
Lions met in the Grand Union on 
Monday evening to hear an ad¬ 
dress by Janies Lote, district man¬ 
ager of the National Selective 
Service and Unemployment Insur¬ 
ance office at Blairmore. 

Mr. Lote started his address with 
the inception of National Selective 
Service by the federal government, 
and touched upon the important 
features of the various acts that 
have been brought into force to 
keep Canada’s war effort function¬ 
ing at full capacity. 

He told why it was necessary to 
issue permits to all workers be¬ 
tween the ages of 16 to 65 so that 
a constant check could be kept on 
the manpower situation. It had been 
necessary shortly after the outbreak 
of war to move men from non-es¬ 
sential work to essential work. As 
Canada’s industrial output increas¬ 
ed and manpower became scarce it 
became necessary on Sept. 14,1942, 
to register women for war work. 
Many thousands were placed in in¬ 
dustry. 

He dealt with the proclamation 
on May 17, 1943, dealing with the 
coal mining industry and. which 
froze all employees to their jobs. 
He admitted that some difficulty 
had arisen in carrying out the or¬ 
ders of this proclamation, but re¬ 
sults had been achieved which to¬ 
day were most satisfactory. 

He dealt with priorities and stat¬ 
ed that a monthly check was made 
upon all industries with some in¬ 
dustries changing quite frequently 
in importance while others remain¬ 
ed steady. As an industry’s pro¬ 
duct became of importance to the 
war effort it was accorded a higher 
priority than some other industries 
and therefore had first call on man¬ 
power and material. 

War had drained the hospitals of 
nurses and it had become neces¬ 
sary to call for the registration of 
all nurses. Many thousand addi¬ 
tion nurses had been secured by 
this method and a crisis averted. 

Following the war, he told his 
listeners, that the lifting of com¬ 
pulsory and freezing regulations 
would be made as quickly as pos¬ 
sible, but the control of supply and 
demand would remain in effect. 

Lion Sid. Short spoke highly of 
Mr. Lote’s efficiency and fairness 
in his administration of the dis¬ 
trict’s National Selective Service 
office and moved a vote of thanks 
for a most instructive address.

Danger Area Said to be on 

Main and Second Streets. 

Some cruel hearted animal hater 
is thought to be pi ying his das¬ 
tardly trade this week, as no less 
than eleven dogs have died sudden 
and painful deaths at various 
points on Second and Main streets. 

Constable Antle has endeavored 
to track down the culprit without 
success and is of the opinion that 
some strong and quick-acting poi¬ 
son is being laid in easily acces¬ 
sible places. 

The two danger zones for dogs 
is close by the rear of the Legion 
Club and about midway down Sec¬ 
ond streets. 

Nearby the Legion Club three 
dogs quickly followed each other 
into death. One was picked up in 
the creek bed; another dragged it¬ 
self on to the Legion lot and died, 
while the third dragged itself over 
to the sidewalk in front of Jim¬ 
mie’s Coffee Shop, where the poor 
beast died.

Geo. Derbyshire, M.M. 
Given High Praise 
In Citation 

Wounded Man Shot And Killed . 

While Being Carried by Derby¬ 
shire; Was Responsible for 

Steadiness of Troops Under 

Heavy Fire. 

George DerbysMre, MM, and 
now a German prisoner of war, has 
received high praise in the cita¬ 
tion recently released dealing with 
the action which won him the Mil¬ 
itary Medal. 

The citation reads: 

Pte. George Francis Derbyshire, 35, 
Coleman, Alberta (Military Medal): 

“On May 22, 1944, during the 
advance of the Loyal Edmonton 
Regiment into the Adolph Hitler 
line, Private Derbyshire, a stretch¬ 
er bearer, was attached to the right 
foward company. The fire encoun¬ 
tered by this company was the 
heaviest yet experienced and their 
advance was held up. Despite this, 
Private Derbyshire moved about, 
tending to wounded, not only from 
the I/)yal Edmonton Regiment, but 
also from the Princess Patricia’s 
Canadian Light Infantry, who were 
in the area. This involved assist¬ 
ing the wounded over a diatance of 
nearly 150 yards. At approximate¬ 
ly 12 o’clock, Private Derbyshire 
picked up a man from the Princess 
Patricia’s Canadian Light Infantry, 
who had lost one leg and was se¬ 
verely wounded in the other. Im¬ 
mediate medical attention was vital. 
Realizing this, Pte. DerbysMre, 
with no thought of danger to Mm- 
self, picked the man up, put him 
over his shoulder and ran with him 
towards cover. Before he could 
make his objective the wounded 
man was shot and killed. All 
through the remainder of the day, 
in spite of enemy fire, Private Der¬ 
byshire continued to attend to the 
wounded of his company. 

“Private Derbyshire’s splendid 
example and unflagging devotion 
to duty were an inspiration to 
every man present and undoubted¬ 
ly was in part responsible for the 
steadiness of the troops under such 
intense fire.”

Captain Larke saw the Cassino 
show and was on the Adriatic dur¬ 
ing last winter.

The Italian peasants were not po¬ 
litically minded, and only wished to 
get on with their jobs. It was to¬ 
wards the north, in the industrial 
sections, that the fascists were to 
be found, stated CapL Larke. 

Capt. Larke spent 11 months in 
North Africa and Italy, and was 
padre with the Calgary Tanks with 
the 1st Canadian Army Brigade, 
who were mostly with Indian and 
English troops. 

WMle in Rome, CapL Luke vis¬ 
ited all the famous churches and 
went all through the Vatican. He 
gives high praise for the work of 
the Canadian Legion, the Salvation 
Army, the Knights of Columbus, 
the YMCA, and Red Cross. 

He stated that the morale of the 
men is high and that they are a 
good Jot to work with, in fine fettle 
and health. He stated that the food 
in the front line is excellent and 
lots of it. He stated that the men 
lived outside for a year and that 
they are healthy and rugged mid 
are doing a wonderful job.

Heavy artillery In the war 
against tuberculosis was delivered 
to-day to the Hon. Dr. W. W. Cross, 
Minister of Health, when the Al¬ 
berta Tuberculosis Association 
turned over the second Mobile 
Chest X-ray Clinic, bought with 
Christmas Seal Funds 

Success of the first Mobile X-ray 
Unit was so remarkable in bringing 
to light early cases of tuberculosis 
that it was decided to enlarge and 
expand the Early Diagnosis Cam¬ 
paign by purchasing another Unit. 

The Alberta Department of 
Health, in one year's operation of 
the first Unit, has X-rayed nearly 
GO,000 Albertans, to discover about 
180 cases of active tuberculosis, 
most of them in the early stages, 
when recovery is almost certain. 
The first Unit cost $15,000.00. The 
new Unit is valued at $25,000.00, 
and represents the very last word 
in mechanical and scientific 
achievement. 

Unit No. 2 is contained in a bus 
body, built Jointly by General 
Motors Ltd and the Victor X-rav 


I Corporation It has a higher 
clearance than Unit No. 1, so that 
it can negotiate more difficult 
roads, and it hauls with it a trailer 
containing a complete generating 
plant, allowing it to operate any¬ 
where in the province, providing 
its own power where necessary. 

Dr. Cross said, "We are grateful 
to the Alberta Tuberculosis Asso¬ 
ciation and its affiliated Christmas 
Seal Committees for their assist¬ 
ance The solution to the problem 
of tuberculosis seems to lie in dis¬ 
covering tuberculosis in the earli¬ 
est stages, and the only way to do 
this is. to X-ray large groups of 
apparently healthy people." 

Rotary Clubs and Kinsmen Clubs 
in Alberta have made Christmas 
Seals and anti-tuberculosis work 
their major community services. 
Committees are situated in Banff. 
Calgary. Cardston, Drumheller, Ed¬ 
monton, High River, Lethbridg£. 
Medicine Hat and Red Deer. 

Christmas Seats provide the only 
source of revenue for tbe local 
committees and also for the Alberta 


Tuberculosis Association, which co¬ 
operates closely with the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and with the tuber¬ 
culosis division, whose director is 
Dr. A. H. Baker, Superintendent of 
the Central Alberta Sanitarium at 
Calgary. 

Dr. Baker said: “Our chief aim 
is to get control of all spreaders of 
tuberculosis. Approximately three 
out of every thousand apparently 
well persons have active T.B., and 
a large proportion of these people 
are infecting others without being 
aware of it. The more spreader; 
we find, the sooner we can bring 
under control this oldest scourge o 
mankind." 

The Alberta Tuberculosis Ass 
ciation is affiliated with the Can; 
dian Tuberculosis Association an, 
the National Association of the l 
S. Its activities embrace all form 
of anti-tuberculosis work in Albe: 
ta. The X-ray survey work i; 
known as Early Diagnosis, or cas; 
finding. It also sponsors and help 
pay for occupational therapy In tu 
berculosis hospitals in Calgary an; 
Edmonton, whereby patients art 
taught to make useful and saleabh 
articles.

Unemployment 

The minister of labor has made 
the following order: 

“Under and by virtue of the au¬ 
thority of Section 505 (G) of the 
National Selective Service civilian 
regulations, Order in Council P.C. 
246, dated January 19, 1943, as 
amended, the minister of labor 
hereby makes the following order:” 

The provisions of Part 2 of the 
National Selective Service civilian 
regulations (Order in Council P.C. 
246, dated January 19, 1943) as 
amended, shall apply to temporary 
seasonal employment in retail trade 
during the period from December 
13, 1944, to January 5, 1945, both 
dates inclusive. The same regula¬ 
tion applies also to the post office 
department, but during the period 
from December 1, 1944, to January 
10, 1945, both dates inclusive. The 
aforementioned regulation means 
that, during the aforementioned 
dates as they apply to the estab¬ 
lishments aforementioned, may hire 
temporary seasonal lahor without 
a permit or separation, the follow¬ 
ing: 

1. Students and teachers in re¬ 
spect of employment during the 
Christmas vacation. 

2. Female persons. 

3. Male persons who have passed 
their 59th birthday. 

No person employed persuant to 
the provision of this order may 
continue in such employment after 
January 5, 1945, or January 10, 
1945, as the case may be, without 
the permission of a Selective Serv¬ 
ice officer. 

During the aforementioned per¬ 
iods as they apply, advertisements 
for help is also permitted without 
the necessity of approval of the 
local office or National Selective 
Service.

JACK THE RIPPER’S CRIMES, 
MOST SHOCKING IN HIS¬ 
TORY, ON SCREEN 

If the perfect crime is one in 
which the perpetrator escapes de¬ 
tection, then the arch-perfectionist 


of all time in the criminal world 
is Jack the Ripper. 

For the Ripper, in a series of 
murders that had the whole world 
in terror, not only was never ap¬ 
prehended, but Scotland Yard, 
nemesis of criminals, never even 
came close to apprehending him. 

Countless theories have been ad¬ 
vanced to account for Jack the Rip¬ 
per, but it remained for Mrs. Marie 
Belloc Lowndes to supply idle most 
satisfactorily shuddery study in her 
novel, “The Lodger,” a tremendous 
best-seller since it was first pub¬ 
lished, and which has now been 
brought to the screen by 20th Cen¬ 
tury-Fox, starring Merle Oberon, 
George Sanders and Laird Cregar. 
The film opens Saturday at the 
Palace theatre. 

The story is this master crim¬ 
inal has intrigued the imagination 
of the public and students of crim¬ 
inology since the first murder oc¬ 
curred in London in 1888. 

In swift succession followed four 
other killings, which can be au¬ 
thoritatively credited to the Rip¬ 
per, although public hysteria at the 
time ascribed scores of crimes to 
him. 

About the only things safe to as¬ 
sume concerning the identity of the 
Ripper are: He played a lone hand; 
he was a medical student; He car¬ 
ried a black patent leather bag; 
he didn’t like women. 

Now, out of the terror-filled 
secrecy of half a century, the story 
has been brought to the screen'in 
what preview critics have hailed 
as “the greatest of all shockers!” 

Mrs. Lowndes’ theory was that 
the Ripper hid his nocturnal ac¬ 
tivities by posing as a respectable 
boarder in a Whitechapel home— 
thus the title, “The Lodger.” 

In the film, Sir Cedric Hard- 
wicke’and Sara Allgood play the 
middle-aged couple who unwitting¬ 
ly lease a room to “The Lodger.” 
Merle Oberon is seen as the reign¬ 
ing musical favorite of London, 
niece of the couple, who falls into 
tbe Ripper’s web when she goes 
there for a visit. 

Who plays “The Lodger”? You 
will have to go see the film to find 
that out—and you’d better not go 
alone! 

John Brahm directed the film 
and Robert Bassler was its pro¬ 
ducer.

Details of the AEC ArmorecJ Car Mark II, the biggest and most pow¬ 
erful British armored car that has yet seen service on any battlefront, 
were released in March, 1944. It carries the punch of a tank in the 
form of a new famous six-pounder anti-tank gun. In addition it 
mounts a 7.92 mm Besa machine gun mounted co-axially with the 
six-pounder, and a light AA machine gun on top of the turret. Pow¬ 
ered with a Diesel oil eng'ne of proved reliability in operation and 
developing 153 blip at 2,000 revolutions a minute, the AEC has a max¬ 
imum road speed of 42 miles per hour. Across country it can reach 
IS miles per hour. The armor is an inch and a quarter thick on the 
front and one inch at the sides. The total loaded weight of the ca<r 
is 12 tons, 12 cwts. A standard wireless set is carried. The tires are 
of very large section and have the new familiar “run flat’’ principle 
which enables the car to keep going even after a puncture or a burst. 
The crew consists of a commander driver, gunlayer and loader, the 
latter acting as wireless operator as occasion demands.

Kits are required for newly-born 
infants; babies from six to 18 
months, and boys and girls from 
two to three and from four to five. 
Knitting wool and knitting needles 
as well as any scraps of left-over 
material will also be greatly ap¬ 
preciated. 

Each kit is to carry the age and 
sex of the chid for whom it has 
been prepared as well as the name 
and address of the donor, so that 
the mother receiving it wilt be 
able to express her appreciation. 

Right behind the fund’s Cana¬ 
dian committee are the Benevolent 
Order of Elks of Canada and New¬ 
foundland, who have contributed 
more than $60,000 especially ear¬ 
marked for British children who 
have suffered because of the war.

This week throughout the nation I am one among a group of some 
9,000 country newspapers calling your Attention to the arfriual observ¬ 
ance of Newspaper Week.
